was present at the council discus­ 
sion m ee tin g -yesterday to tell the 
city; 
"W ere on your side and 
we're going to do the best we can 
to get a complete count." 


RE TOLD THE council that the 
count here w as very slow because 
of a great number of e m p t y 
homes, "and it take* longer to 
check an em pty 
home 
than 
it 
does one with four people in it." 
The decennial census count not 
only includes 
persons 
but 
also 
residence*. 


COUNCILMAN GEORGE Beebe 
Jr.. who has pressed for the meet 
trig with the census people, said 
that he found at several meetm gs 
ef organizations in Palm Springs 
during the past few days that only 
a very few 
persons 
have 
been 
counted 
At Monday's meeflng of 
the council a show of hands In­ 
dicated that over half of the peo­ 
ple present e'er* not counted 
Soma of those present had not 
been tabulated by a census taker, 
but had sent m form s that were 
either left at their home or taken 
from The Desert Sun last Friday 


THE DESERT SUN was asked 
to publish the form again, and in 
the meanwhile the city fathers 
plan to put on an intensive cam ­ 
paign to get people to send them 
in if they do 
not 
believe 
they 
were counted 
Beebe said that he believes that 
a screening should be made of 
b u s i n e s s e s and organizations 
where the forms can be completed 
and sent to the Bureau of Census 
in Riverside to be checked. 
Miller pointed out to the coun­ 
cil yesterday that quite often peo­ 
ple do not know they were count­ 
ed. when actually they have been, 
but this 
is 
checked 
when 
the 
newspaper forms are sent to Riv­ 
erside

A Guide for the Future 


W hat will the City of Palm Springs 
look like when it reaches a population 
of 100,000 permanent residents, can ac­ 
com modate another 50,000 hotel guests 
at one tim e and will be attracting about 
a m illion visitors a year? A study of the 
proposed 
comprehensive, 
long - term 
••General Plan" will give you a good 
idea of what planning experts think it 
should look like when it has reached the 
stage of “ultim ate development.” 
A great deal of thought should be 
given by residents, business 
Interests 
and property owners to this proposed 
guide for the orderly developm ent of 
the city. The need for such a long-range 
plan is so universally recognized that 
the State Conservation, Planning and 
Zoning Act directs city planning com­ 
missions to prepare a m aster develop­ 
ment plan for their com m unity. The 
City Planning Commission is presenting 
this General Plan under provisions of 
state law for adoption by the C ity Gov­ 
ernm ent 
It should be understood at the outset 
that this is not a zoning plan. The Gen­ 
eral Plan is a long-range policy guide, 
depicting the future relationship be­ 
tween people and their needs for resi­ 
dential areas, schools and parks, shop­ 
ping areas and Industrial districts. It is 
adopted by RESOLUTION, and subject 
to periodic review. A zoning plan, on the 
other hand, is a specific statem ent of 
regulations governing private land use 
and developm ent and is established by 
ordinance as a LAW. In time, however, 
the zoning plan should follow closely 
the policies and objectives of the Gen­ 
eral Plan. 
It should also be kept in m ind that 
the General Plan is broad and compre­ 
hensive. It Is developed by first taking 
into consideration the natural resources 
and physical characteristics of the area

and then making the best use of them 
for a w ide variety of functions, both 
public and private. The fact that Palm 
Springs is— and always should be— pri­ 
m arily a residential, resort and recrea­ 
tional com m unity has been wisely con­ 
sidered. The unique land ownership p at­ 
tern also presents a special problem in 


future planning. 
Of particular interest will be the pro­ 
posed network of city streets and the 
controversial by-pass route; location of 
schools, playgrounds, proposed central 
business district and outlying shopping 
centers, parks, golf course and sports 
center. Som e eyebrows may be raised 
at the statem ent that the "Industrial 
park (plan) has made It possible for in­ 
dustry and residence to be good neigh­ 
bors.” T he General Plan dwells some 
length on planning for industrial areas 
“in a m anner appropriate to and com ­ 
patible with the community’s primary 
industry— tourism.” It covers numer­ 
ous provisions and safeguard* to im ple­ 
m ent such compatibility. This is an im ­ 
portant phase of planning for the future, 
particularly with regard to setting up 
sportfic standards. 
O bviously, some changes in the G en­ 
eral Plan will have to be made from 
tim e to tim e; it is not the end but the 
beginning of a planning program, as 
the experts point out. Based on present 
know ledge and thinking, it must be re­ 
vised to m eet changing trends and con­ 
ditions. A complete review every five 
years is recommended. 
It is im portant to bear in mind th at 
adoption of the General Plan makes the 
City of Palm Springs eligible for Feder­ 
al and State assistance programs such 
as developm ent of the Airport, urban 
renewal of Section 14 and more aid In 
the cost of additional planning pro­ 
grams.
